Attendance ‘Way 
Off--Magnates 
Weeping Sadly 


There's going to be a lot of weep- 
ing this year among the big league 
baseball magnates if opening day 
was any indication of what is going 
to happen during the season. For 
the attendances at opening day were 
the lowest in about twelve years— 
and when the fans don’t plunk their 
shekels down at the box office, then 
the situation is really serious. 


And 5,860 fans at the Yankee 
Stadium on opening day is, indeed 
serious! That's exactly what hap- 
pened when the Yanks played their 
inavgural against the Senators 
Thursday. The tiny “crowd” rat- 
tled around in the huge Stadium 
like a bunch of ghosts. A mighty 
cheer was barely audible in the 
press box and all in all the situa- 
tion was enough to dull the whole 
spirit of the affair. 


But while the, Yanks were hard 
hit, they weren't alone in their woe. 
From all over the majors came the 
same sad tale. The fans turned out 
in ones, twos and threes. 


Take a look at some of the at- 
tendance figures. Pittsburgh and 
the Cubs drew exactly 9,044 in Chi- 
cago. The Red Sox and the A’s 
“pulled” in all of 4,553 in Philly. The 
White Sox and the Browns drew 
4,421 and the Tigers at Cleveland 
were good for a mere 13,874. Only 
the Dodgers vs the Giants and the 
Cards vs the Reds were able to at- 
tract respectable audiences. The 
former pulling 16,756 and the latter 
27,709—both less than in 1942, 

All in all the eight major league 
openings totalled 109,866 less than 
last year. 

What are the reasons? Many. But 
the big one is the lack of real major 
league talent on the teams. Base- 
ball fans are wise and veteran crit- 
ics and they just won't go for 
minor league stuff in major league 
uniforms. There aren't enough rea! 
major league ball players to round 
out four teams. And there will be 
fewer and fewer as the season moves 
along.

One of the chief obstacles to a settlement 
has been the cocksuredness of the operators 
that if they throw the case into the WLB 
they are insured against a wage raise.

Delay Doesn't Pay 


R more than a year excuses about “the 

shipping shortage” have been given for 
the lack of a second European front. The 
American people have been treated to the 
song and dance about “waiting a year until 
we can build enough ships for invasion.” 

Now the Truman committée’s report on 
U-boat losses shatters the whole foundation 
on which such alibis for delay were based. 
During that year of waiting, the House 
committee lets us know, as much tonnage 
has been sent tp the bottom of the ocean by 
Hitler’s submarines as has been built by the 
United States and Great Britain combined, 

The postponement of the offensive in 
Europe, which would have blasted Hitler’s 
source of supplies for his submarine war- 
fare, has helped postpone the stoppage of 
shipping losses. A year of delay has been 
a year lost. 

All along there have been two views of 
what to do about the U-boat warfare. One 
idea was to beat it down by merely out- 
building the number of boats sunk by the 
Nazis. This is the view which has so far 
prevailed, and has been found so sadly lack- 
ing.

During this crucial war period, when every mai Americ 
and woman is needed for full participation in e 
aspect of the struggle against fascist destruction, a 
Workers’ School of New York City faced the to 


of bringing Marxist-Leninist education to the 
of the city in such a way as to require from them 
a minimum of time and effort. Colleges in New York 
have extension courses. Why could not the Workers’ 
School have thé same? It could and did. 

Just about one year ago, in the Spring of 1942" 
it organized its Extension Division for the express 
purpose of servicing trade unionists and community 
clubs, especially those community clubs located at a 
distance from the school. This made it possible r 
men and women to continue their activities in Oi 
Defense, in campaigns for rationing, price-fixi.. - 
legislative activities, in political organizations to which 
they were affiliated, etc. etc. 

With the establishment of the Extension Division, 
came requests from the State Education Department 
of the Communist Party for aid in carrying out part 
of their educational program. For instance, the 
Division was asked to supply teachers who would 
conduct systematic education at branch meetings. At 
these meetings, arrangements were made for classes 
lasting for an hour, leaving the second hour for the 
transaction of the official business of the branch, 
These classes and meetings were usually arranged bi- 
weekly, though in some cases there were weekly ses- 
sions. It was possible to invite to these classes many 
workers from the communities and trade unions who 
were interested in the program and activities of these 
branches. ‘ 


KEY WAR QUESTIONS 


At the clubs themselves classes were also arranged, 
Members of these clubs faced the problem of deepen- 
ing their understanding and the understanding of 
their neighbors on such questions as, “Why must we 
support the policies of the President today?” “How 
do we strengthen the unity of our nation and of the 
United Nations so as to win the war quickly and to 
guarantee a livable post-war world?” 

“What must be our attitude and that of our coun- 
try to the Soviet Union?” “What changes have taken 
place in the economy of our country during this war 
period?” “What do these changes mean to us in 
terms of price-fixing, wages, rationing, buying bonds 
and stamps, etc.?” 

“What must be our role in our trade unions and 
in our communities, if we are to strengthen the eco- 
nomic front of our country?” “Who are the appeasers 
and defeatists?
